Kelly Shouse and Deputy 
Sheriff Ivan Fletcher was on 
highway 30 when they ob¬ 
served smoke coming from 
the back of a trailer. 

After stopping and 
getting out, they smelled 
one of the strong odors 


consistent with the smell of 
a meth lab. 

The inhabitant of 
the trailer, Clayton Jump, 35, 
Booneville, KY escaped from 
the sheriff's office before 
they could arrest him. This 
lead to a two day search for 
him. 

Late on Tuesday 
afternoon, Jump was spot¬ 
ted on Allen Road in an 
abandoned building. Allen's 
Ambulance was called to 
the scene because Jump 
had baracaded himself 
inside the building. 

When the Owsley 


County Sheriff's Office Of¬ 
ficials tried to coax him to 
surrender he became upset 
and began cutting himslf 
on the arms and around the 
neck. 

Owsley Sheriff's Of¬ 
fice finally managed to get 
the lock open and get Jump 
out, where Allen's Ambu¬ 
lance Service assessed the 
defendant. 

Jump was airlifted 
to UK where he underwent 
stitches and was sent back 
to Three Forks Regional Jail 
to prepair for his arraign¬ 
ment.

2,500 Kentuckian men and 
women are diagnosed with 
colon cancer and nearly 900 
die from it. Colon Cancer is 
the second leading cause of 
cancer death for men and 


women in our state, second 
only to lung cancer. Most 
of the cancers of the colon 
occur in people age 50 and 
older. 

Colon cancer often 
has no symptoms at first. 

So it is important to begin 
screenings at age 50, even 
when you feel fine. When 
color cancer is more ad¬ 
vanced, common symptoms 
may include:

Margaret Mead 
famously said, “never 
doubt that a small group 
of thoughtful, committed, 
citizens can change the 
world; indeed, it’s the only 
thing that ever has.” 

The Circuit Court 
Clerks of Kentucky are 
a committed group of 
public servants who have 
a profound impact on the 
lives of those who need an 
organ transplant- patients 
like Kourtney. “I’m here 
in the hospital and listed 
status 1A. It’s hard for 
me to read or really even 
think. I am having trouble 
breathing and my kidneys 
are losing function,” ex¬ 
plains 30 year old Kourt¬ 
ney Wanner. Kourtney has 
been waiting on her heart 
transplant for years and is 
getting to a point where 
the wait must end. “I know 
I’ll get my transplant. I am 


staying hopeful and trying 
to enjoy the little things 
with my husband and fam¬ 
ily”, says Wanner. 

“Today over 1000 
Kentuckians are waiting 
for their life saving trans¬ 
plant. Their families wait 
too. Their parents, sib¬ 
lings, cousins, and friends 
are all waiting. Now these 
families know that 1.5 
million Kentuckians stand 
behind them and are will¬ 
ing to save their life” ex¬ 
plains Mike Mays Owsley 
Co. Circuit Court Clerk. 

The Circuit Clerks 
and their driver’s license 
staff make a significant 
impact by asking two 
important questions while 
residents obtain a license 
or ID. “ We ask everyone 
if they would like to do¬ 
nate $ 1 for public educa¬ 
tion about the mission of 
donation and if they wish 
to be a registered organ 


donor” explains Mays. 

This month Ken¬ 
tucky reached a milestone 
in the fight to end the wait 
and save lives like Kourt- 
ney’s. Over 1.5 million 
Kentuckians have joined 
the Kentucky Organ Do¬ 
nor Registry. 

“Joining the Registry is 
very important. 1.5 million 
Kentuckians have now 
said, “If I can save a life 
after I’m gone, I’m willing 
to do it”. What a legacy! 

To save someone like 
Kourtney to save a family 
from loss, it means every¬ 
thing!” explains Shelley 
Snyder, Executive Direc¬ 
tor of the Circuit Clerk’s 
Trust For Life Program. 
“This Milestone is pos¬ 
sible, in large part, thanks 
to the Circuit Clerks and 
their staff. Without their 
2 questions, we may not 
have 50,000 names on the 
Kentucky Organ Donor 


Registry. Because of their 
efforts over 1.5 million 
Kentuckians have regis¬ 
tered. The impact of the 
Circuit Clerk is remark¬ 
able.” 

Over 123,000 pa¬ 
tients are currently waiting 
for their organ transplant 
nationwide. Tragically 
each day, 18 people die 
waiting. Every registered 
organ donor is a symbol of 
hope for patients in need. 
Today 3610 Adair Co. 
residents are registered 
donors. All Kentucky resi¬ 
dents are eligible to join 
the registry at their Circuit 
Clerk’s office or online at 
donatelifeky.org. Regard¬ 
less of age or medical 
history, everyone can join 
the registry. If you have 
questions about donation, 
contact the Trust at 1-866- 
945-5433 or ssnyder@ 
trustforlife.org.

THE REPUBLICAN

MORE THAN YOU EVER WANTED TO KNOW ABOUT THANSGIVING 


The First Thanksgiving: 

The First Thanks¬ 
giving Day was celebrated 
in 1621 at Plymouth, 
Massachusetts by the 
Plymouth Pilgrims and 
the Wampanoag Indians. 
The Pilgrims had sailed 
across the Atlantic Ocean 
to reach North America 
on the ship named ‘May¬ 
flower’. 

The Pilgrim 

leader, Governor William 
Bradford organized the 
first Thanksgiving feast. 

He invited the neighboring 
Wampanoag Indians to the 
feast to show appreciation 
and thanks for teach¬ 
ing the Pilgrims how to 
cultivate the land. The first 
Thanksgiving celebration 
lasted three days. Must 
have been quite a party! 

Interestingly 
enough, the traditional 
Thanksgiving foods 
mashed potatoes, pumpkin 
pies, popcorn, milk, corn 
on the cob, and cranber¬ 
ries were not foods present 
on the first Thanksgiving's 
feast table. 

The foods thought 
to have made up the 
first Thanksgiving feast 
include lobster, rabbit, 
chicken, fish, squashes, 
beans, chestnuts, hickory 
nuts, onions, leeks, dried 
fruits, maple syrup and 
honey, radishes, cabbage, 
carrots, eggs, and goat 
cheese. As for table eti¬ 
quette, the pilgrims didn't 
use forks; they ate with 
spoons, knives, and their 
fingers. Just like me. 
Thanksgiving Through¬ 
out The Years: 

Abraham Lincoln 
issued a 'Thanksgiv¬ 
ing Proclamation' on the 
3rd of October 1863 and 


officially set aside the 
last Thursday of Novem¬ 
ber as the national day 
for Thanksgiving. 

Congress 
passed a law on December 
26, 1941, ensuring that all 
Americans would cele¬ 
brate a unified Thanksgiv¬ 
ing on the fourth Thursday 
of November every year 
as a way to spur economic 
growth and extend the 
Christmas shopping sea¬ 
son. 

Sarah Josepha Hale, 
an American magazine 
editor, persuaded Abraham 
Lincoln to declare Thanks¬ 
giving a national holiday. 
She is also the author 
of the popular nursery 
rhyme "Mary Had a Little 
Lamb". 

Benjamin Frank¬ 
lin wanted the turkey to 
be the national bird of the 
United States. 

The annual Macy's 
Thanksgiving Day Parade 
tradition began in the 
1920's. 

Since 1947, the National 
Turkey Federation has 
presented a live turkey 
and two dressed turkeys to 
the President. The Presi¬ 
dent does not eat the live 
turkey. He "pardons" it 
and allows it to live out its 
days on a historical farm. 
Thanksgiving Today: 

In the US, about 
280 million turkeys are 
sold for the Thanksgiving 
celebrations. 

Each year, on aver¬ 
age, each American eats 
between 16-18 pounds 
of turkey. Californians 
eat more turkey than any 
other state in the United 
States. 

Although Thanks¬ 
giving is widely consid¬ 


ered an American holiday, 
it is also celebrated on the 
second Monday in Octo¬ 
ber in Canada. 

Black Friday is 
the Friday after Thanks¬ 
giving in the United 
States, where it is the 
beginning of the tradi¬ 
tional Christmas shopping 
season. 

Did You Know Turkey 
Facts? 

-The average weight 
of a turkey purchased 
at Thanksgiving is 15 
pounds. 

-The heaviest turkey ever 
raised was 86 pounds, 
about the size of a large 
dog. 

-A 15 pound turkey usu¬ 
ally has about 70 percent 
white meat and 30 percent 
dark meat. 

-Turkey has more protein 
than chicken or beef. 
-Turkeys will have 3,500 
feathers at maturity. 

-Male turkeys gobble. 
-Hens do not. They make 
a clucking noise. 
-Commercially raised 
turkeys cannot fly. 
-Turkeys have heart at¬ 
tacks. The United States 
Air Force was doing test 
runs and breaking the 
sound barrier. Nearby 
turkeys dropped dead with 
heart attacks. 

-A large group of turkeys 
is called a flock. 

Turkeys have poor night 
vision. 

-It takes 75-80 pounds of 
feed to raise a 30 pound 
tom turkey.
